How it Will Increase the Car 
Shortage 


From time to time the grain grow- 
ers of Western Canada are faced with 
problems affecting the disposal of the 
products of their labor; questions 
that require the most careful consid- 
eration. To come to a satisfactory 
conclusion on these vexing problems 
demands a thorough investigation of 
all the possible results which would 
arise from the adoption of. the pro- 
posals made. To often the actual 
results of the operation of the pro- 
posed schemes are obsured by parties 
interested in securing pecuniary ad- 
vantages. 

Such a scheme is the one now be- 
fore the Western grain growers, in 
which an effort is being made to es- 
tablish a sample market for the 
handling of grain. The imaginary 
benefits of such a market are extolled 
while the injuries that would result 
from it are utterly ignored. Chief 
among the faults that may be found 
with the proposed scheme is the 
greater length of time which would 
be consumed in conveying the grains 
from the point of shipment to the lake 
front. 

EXvery farmer knows the value of 
the rapid transit of grain from the 
farm to the market. The present 
cry from one end of the country to 
the other is that the railways are too 
slow ii. moving the crop. There are 
too few cars and insufficient motive 
power. And yet the establishment 
of a sample market would further 
lengthen the time of transit and les- 
sen the abilities of the railways to 
handle the crop. 

Next fall, one of the railways will 
be hauling into Winnipeg at least 500 
carloads of grain every day., Should 
2 sample market be established the 
grain would be sold by separate car- 
loads on sample, and ordered out on 
time. The. whole railway yard can- 
not be switched to pick out a partic- 
ular car as each order is received, so 
that there will have to be a rule to 
start switching cars every night after 
five o’clock. This means, therefore, 
that a car of grain reaching Winnipeg 
after eleven o’clock on Saturday 
morning would not start to be switch- 
ed until after five o’clock on Monday 
‘evening, as the grain would not be 
disposed of at the grain exchange be- 
fore Monday. 

Cars that reached Winnipeg before 
eleven o'clock Saturday morning and 
Were switched Saturday evening 
But 

Monday there would be no grain 

ng out of Winnipeg. That means 

practically no grain would be 
shipped out of Winnipeg for twenty- 
The same 
thing would occur on Thanksgiving 
Day and the other holidays. 

Making the very best allowances 
it means that one day in every seven 
would be lost. and as there are only 
seventy-seven day in which the crop 
moves, which would include eleven 
Sundays and at least one holiday, it 
means that the ability of the rail- 
ways to move the crop would be les- 
sened by twelve days out of seventy- 
Seven. or roughly speaking, the trans- 
portation facilities of the railways of 
the Northwest would be cut down by 
at least sixteen per cent. 


Then, taking into consideration the 
glut that would take place at the lake 
front through the rush of grain there 
in the first part of the week owing 
to the hold up at Winnipeg over Sun; 


ba, day, it is not an exaggeration to say 


that the power of the railways to 
move the crop would be reduced by 
twenty-five per cent. 

The agitators for a sample market 
mre saying that the railways should 
add to their rolling stock and yard 
facilities. But every man who exer- 
cises common sense knows that not- 
withstanding their heavy expendi- 
tures and every effort they were able 
‘to make the railways have been barely 
‘able to keen up with the large in- 
‘creases in the crops produced in the 
West. It is apparent, therefore, that 
if the railwavs are hampered in their 
movement of the crop to the extent 
of twenty or twenty-five per cent, that 
the grain blockade will be worse than 
ever before. ; 

-. The western farmer is well aware 
that a grain blockade always works 


. to the detriment of those who raise 
. the grain and to the advantage of 


Bs 


those who buy grain and hold it in 
their elevators. The results of the 
grain blockade of last fall are still 
Yelt in the West. Lét‘the farmers 
wonsider the results of a blockade 
Wwenty-five per cent worse than the 
Yast one before they consent to the 
establishment of 2 sample market and 
Yts attendant evils.

Arsenic as Widely Used in India as 
in Ancient Rome 

Arsenic is commonly employed by} 
the professional poisoner in India, 
who will poison a whole family to 
make sure of one victim. The re- 
ports of the Bombay Government an- 
alyst throws some light on the meth- 
ods. The poison is usually given in 
Sweetmeats, and generally by a 
strange woman who has been met in 


the street, and who mysteriously dis- 
appears. This strange woman is 
found in every analyst's report for 


the last twenty years, and in circum 
stances so identical that it would al 
most seem to be the same person. 
Will this elusive person ever be cap- 
tured by the Indian, police? 

Arsenic has, perhaps, been more 


| frequently used that any other poison 


for criminal purposes. It has been 
proved identical with the wonder elix- 
ir of the seventeenth century, when 
secret poisoning became so frequent 
in Italy that the clergy, despite the 
rules of the confessional. acquainted 
Pope Alexander VIT in 1868 with the 
extent of the practice. 
It was found that young widows 
and that 
most of the unhappy marriages were 
speedily dissolved by the death of 
the husband. A secret society of 
young matrons was discovered, which 
met at the house of La Spara, a re- 
puted witch. who supplied them with 
a slow. tasteless, colorless poison. 
carefully calculated to kill a husband 
in just the time that suited the pur- 
chaser. La Spara and thirteen of 
her companions were hanged, a large 
number of the culnrits were whipped 
half-ncked, through the streets of 
Rome, while others of the highest 
rank «scaped with heavy fines and 
banishment.—London Chronicle.

‘HOW TO RENOVATE PARASOL®, 


| Dainty Touches That Simple Needlo | 
work Will Effect. 


If your last summer parasols are} 
too dilapidated to use get them out 
| and study their possibilities. Some.

Remember that the distance between 
spokes may vary, so in removing the 
cover mark a certain spoke with a 
thread and number the sections from 
that. In this way it will be easy to 
get the new cover in its right position. 

Cut each section from the old one, 
allowing a trifle more for seams if the 
edges have been cut. Baste carefully, 
fit to the frame, then sew the agams 
firmly, and the cover is ready for its 
embroidery or further decoration. 

This may be done before mounting 
or after the cover is firmly tacked tc 
the frame. When a design is detached 
each section can be worked before the 
ngs it are basted together. For braid- 

ng it is easier to mount the cover 
| than work with both hands, as on a 

‘standard frame. 

A plain white linen parasol may be 
att a decided air by working in the 
panels sprays of flowers ih eyelet em- 
broidery and outline for the seams or 
entirely in .olid embroidery. An ef- 
fective parasol of white pongee has 
bunches of wild carrot worked in the 
panels.

green stems. 

Any linen or silk parasol could be 
changed by adding a similar border | 
in a deeper tone of its own shade or | 
in a contrasting color. Harmonize the 
two sections by a conventional de- 
sign worked in self tones. A violet 
linen cover could have a deep purple 
border and vines of clematis worked 
in purple shades. 


Wanted Silk Hats Abolished.

Useful Things to Know. 


Late Judge Mabee. 


The first and dominant impression 
made by Judge Mabee, as presiding 
officer and directing genius of the 
Railway Commission was one of pow- 
ér, A man of magnificent ph¥sique, 
with a keen intellect and a faculty 
for epigrammatic expression; he was 
master of his court, and of évery 
question and situation which came 
before it. Patient and considerate 
with the untried lawyer’ or the liti- 
gant without counsel, he was merci- 
less in tearing to pieces any sophisti- 
cal argement presented to him by 
counsel learned in the law. Lacking 
something perhaps of the patient in- 
dustry and talent for analysis which 
distinguished his predecessor, the late 
Judge Killam, he brought to the work 
of the commission much of the spirit 
which animated the latter during his 
brief service and supplemented this 
with a boldness and originality pecu- 
liarly his own. He thoroughly grasped 
the underlying purpose of the railway 
act, namely, the establishment of a 
sympathetic tribunal to adjudicate tho 
grievances of the plain people and 
the municipalities against the great 
public utility corporations. 

While Judge Mabee, on the bench, 
brushed aside technicalities and stood 
in tittle awe of precedents, he was 
laborious and exact in all his investi- 
gations and many of his written opin- 
ions will long remain as monuments 
to his industry. His great faculty, 
however, was his immediate instinc- 
tive sense of right and justice. He 
was to some extent handicapped by 
the failure of Parliament to establish 
standards and principles for the guid- 
ance of the commission and was often 
compelled to limit his judgments by, 
the somewhat arbitrary rates and clas. 
sifications so elaborately built up by 
the railways of this continent and 
sanctioned by the United States Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, a body 
also handicapped by the timidity of 
the national legislature. On the other 
hand, in certsin cases, notably in 
the case of the Toronto viaduct, .he 
entered decrees, knowing them to the 
ultra vires of the Railway Act, being 
confident that Parliament would ratify 
the same by curative legislation. 

One of his last decisions was that 


rendered at Ottawa on April 16, which ° 


placed upon the railway companies 
the onus of justifying higher: freight 
rates in the west than those prevailing 
in the east of Canada. 

He last sat in the commission at 
the hearings in Toronto on April 29. 
He presided with -his usual force and 


‘ability, holding counsel well in hand

50,000 Unclaimed War Medals 

In two large strong rooms at Wool- 
wich Dockyard, Woolwich, Eng., are 
stored nearly 50,000 unclaimed 
South African medals. Each is en- 
graved with the name of the man 
to whom it was awarded. These 
men are not now with the colors, but 
a staff of clerks and a department 
armed with medal lists and regiment- 
al records are endeavoring to trace 
| them. 

Many of this lost legion are Irre- 
gulars who flocked to the British col- 
ors when war broke out, but who have 
since become scattered all over the 
world. One young man, for instance 
after the war, went prospecting in 
the interior. He turned up recently 
| in Capetown after an absence of near- 
ly ten years and asked for his med- 
al. It was given him. Similar de- 
mands from all parts of the British 
Empire are received nearly every 
week, 

Hundreds of medals have been re- 
posing in regimental safes since 1904. 
At the end of ten years, according 
to the King’s regulations, those still 
unclaimed will be broken up and the 
Silver debited to the mint. Many 
men have refused the medal on the 
ground that it is ‘too cheap.’ Three 
quarters of a million of the medals 
were struck—a fact which may have 
been lightly regarded. 

But these South African awards are 
not the only medals at Woolwich 
awaiting claimants. There are 4,000 
medals (with names engraved) for 
the Zulu campaign of 1878-79, and also 
seven medals presented by the Brit- 
ish South African Company for the 
Matabcle campaign. Claims for the 
Crimean and Indian Mutiny medals 
are still made. On an average the 
India office give away twelve Mutiny 
medals a year, while the war office 
bestows one Crimean medal a year 
and replaces about ten lost medals.

PROGRESS OF CREMATION 
Over Four Hundred Cremations at 
Montreal 
The British Medical journal in a re- 
cent article on the progress of cre- 
mation gives figures showing the 
growth of this method of disposing 

of the dead in Europe. 

The total number of cremations in 
Great Britain during 1911 was 1,023, 
which shows an increase of 177 as 
compared with 1910. Since the open- 
ing of the Working Crematorium in 
1885, there have been 9,984 crema- 
tious in Great Britain. At the pre- 
sent time there are 13 crematoriums 
in Germany, six of which started op- 
erations last year. A law has been 
recently passed permitting cremations 
in Prussia. 

In Switzerland there are now ten 
crematoriums, three of which belong 
to the municipalities of Basel, Geneva 
and Zurich. There were 1,210 cre- 
mations in Switzerland in 1910. 

There are about forty cremator- 
iums in the United States, twenty- 
eight in Italy, five in France, four in 
Sweden and Norway, two in Russia, 
one in Denmark, and one in Montreal, 
Canada. 

The — beautiful crematorium in 
Mount Royal cemetery at Montreal 
was opened in 1902 and up to the 
close of 1911, 401 cremations took 
place there.
